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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in 
public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in 
the United States. 

2. Claims 21 and 30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Jansen et al. 
Regarding claims 21 and 30, Jansen et al disclose a high payload six-axis load sensor 

comprising an inner plate 1 having an inner surface and an outer surface, said inner surface being 
positionable against a portion of a quantity of material 4, an outer plate 2 having an inner surface 
and an outer surface, said outer plate 2 being spaced apart from said inner plate 1 such that said 
inner surface of said outer plate is opposite said outer surface of said inner plate (See Fig. 3) and a 
load cell assembly 3 comprising at least three load cells that are evenly spaced apart, each comprising 
an upper portion and constituting a shear pin type load transducer, wherein the upper portion of a 
respective load transducer 3 is connected to the outer plate 2, the transducers 3 contact the inner 
plate 1, and measure shear forces in two orthogonal axis (See Col. 4, lines 26 - 67, See Fig. 1). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 22 - 29 are allowed. 
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Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments with respect to these claims have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new grounds of rejection.
